HE passion for precious 
stones which has reigned 
in the minds of men and 
women almost from time 
immemorial has, of course, 
given rise to much counterfeiting of 
the more valuable stones, says the Lon­ 
don Tit-Bits. 
All are more or less familiar with the 
cheap 
glass 
imitations 
where 
the 
worthlessness of the article is so ap­ 
parent that there is no suggestion of 
fraud. 
Few. however realize to what 
an extent skilled fraud exists in this 
trade, more especially on the Conti­ 
nent, w here much of the diamond cut­ 
ting is done. The manufacture of imi­ 
tation gems of specially prepared glass 
is quite an important industry. 
It is now possible to produce in paste 
an imitation of almost every precious 
stone w hu h is capable of deceiving the 
eyes of all but the most expert. 
Not 
only is 
there ti 
superficial 
resem­ 
blance but a skilfully prepared ‘ paste”’ 
stone exhibits the same lustre aud 
high index of refraction and dispersion 
as would a diamond of the ti; st water. | 
The purity of the materials employed 
is such that an equal degree of clear­ 
ness and transparency is given to the 
imitation as is found in the genuine 
stone, 
Dolor is imitated also, so that 
a ruby, emerald, sapphire <>r other gem 
made of g l a s s is practically indistin­ 
guishable from the real jewel which 
may have cost hundreds of pounds. 
The material of which these imita­ 
tion stones are made 
is known as 
"strass.” 
This is made according to 
different recipes, but usually includes 
red lead. rock crystal, potassium car­ 
bonate, borax and white arsenic. 
The 
greater the amount of lead used in the 
production of the “paste” the greater 
will be the brilliancy and play of 
prismatic colors in the finished stone, 
and at the same time the highest will 
be its specific gravity. 
On the other 
hand, the stone loses in hardness 
what it gains in brilliance.

hydrofluoric 
acid, and it would not occur to any 
one to attempt to pass them ort” as 
anything else. 
Very good imitations 
of the genuine pearl are made from 
mother-of-pearl a Iso. 
This material 
turned to the required shape and pol­ 
ished beautifully, when it has an ap­ 
pearance very similar to that of the 
genuine article, though an expert can 
readily distinguish the imitation pearl 
from the real one. 
Ever some the seventeenth century 
beautiful beads closely resembling tin* 
finest Indian pearls have been matin- 
tactured. 
Glass bends of the required 
pattern are first made. They are then 
coated inside with a material made 
from fish scales and having the lustre 
of the genuine pearl. 
Th# beads are 
then filhxl up an itll wax. 
These beau­ 
tiful imitation pearls are by no means 
Cheap, however. This is not surprising. 
when anc learn that it takes 20,000 
fishes to yield one pound of the silvery 


av Ii it# material which is used to pro­ 
duce the necessary pearl-like lustre.

Another method of deceiving the un­ 
wary purchaser of precious spoh*s is to 
palm oh on him genuine stones which 
have lech “faked” in some way to 
make them appear more valuable than 
they really are. 
A device commonly 
practiced is that of cementing two 
stones so that they appear to be one 
large one. 
At first sight there docs 
not seem to be any object in such a 
proceeding, but diamonds increase very 
much in value if they are large. 
For 
instance, while £10 would be a Aery 
fair price for a diamond weighing one 
carat, tloO might be paid for a ii ce­ 
ca rat stone of the same water. 
Eastern 
jewelers 
are 
particularly 
skilful in this direction. 
A ii Indian 
dealer aa ill think nothing of selling f o r 
a large sum a beautiful stone, which 
on examination by an expert proves 
to be, perhaps, only a skilfully pre­ 
pared piece of bottle gla-s. 
lf is not, 
of course, claimed that there is neces­ 
sarily anything fraudulent in the skil­ 
ful preparation of imitation stones to 
resemble more valuable gems. 
Many 
of the most reputable jewelers deal in 
these stones, charging a 
price 
for 
which no one Avould expect to procure 
tin* genuine article. 
So long as the 
customer is taken into tin* jewelers 
confidence there is nothing to. object 
to in the bargain. 
A 
yellowish red stone called hya­ 
cinth, and also the blue sapphire, List 
their color on being heated, and may 
then be set as diamonds. 
Similarly, 
various stones may be colored in such 
a manner as to make them resemble 
others of a higher value. 
A favorite method of preparing prec­ 
ious stones so as to make them ap­ 
pear more valuable than they really are 
is by means of the “doublet.” 
This 
may be done at the request of a ens 
tonier who wishes to make a finer show 
than In* or she would otherwise be 
able to do. or it may be practiced by 
an unscrupulous dealer to deceive the 
unwary. 
It is said that a great deal 
of this work is done on the Continent. 
A doublet consists of an tipper part, 
which is genuine, secured to a lower 
part of some less valuable stone or of 
glass. The two parts are cemented to­ 
gether and ground so as to leave no 
trace of the union. 
The tire of tin 
genuine portion of the stone is seen 
through the imitation, which is itself 
made of some paste Avitli a high degree 
of brilliancy, lf the doublet is secured 
by cement the two portions aa iiI fall 
apart on 
immersion 
in 
hot

When tin* base is composed of glass, 
hoAvever, it is usually f u st si to the up­ 
per and gentilue half, so that the fraud 
is very difficult to detect 
Another way to prepare a doublet is

In children warts come and go with­ 
out apparent reason, and treatment is 
often unnecessary; but if they persist 
for a long time, or when they come on 
the adult skin, it is better to get rid 
of them. 
Sometimes soaking iii Avarm 
sea-Ava tor for ten minutes two or three 
times a day will cause the warts to 
disappear. This can Im* tried first, and 
if it fails and application of salicylic

HE passion for precious1 
stones which has reigned 
In tho uilnds of men and 
women almost from time 
immemorial has, of course, 


given rise to much counterfeiting of 
the more valuable stones, *uys the Lou- 
don Tit-Bits. 


All are more or less familiar with the 


cheap glnss imitations where tho 
worthlessness of the article Is so ap- 
parent that there is no suggestion of 
fraud. Few, however, realize to what 
an extent skilled fraud exists in this 
trade, more especially on the Conti- 
nent,'where much of the diamond cut- 
ting is done. The manufacture of imi- 
tation gems of specially prepared glass 
is quite an important Industry. 


It is now possible to produce in paste 


au imitation of almost every precious 
stone which Is capable of deceiving the. 
eyes of Jill but tho most expert. 
Not 


only is there u 
superUciul resem- 


blance but a skilfully prepared "paste" 
stone exhibits the same lustre and 
high index of refraction and dispersion 
as would a diamond of the tlrst water. 
Xlie purity of the materials employed 
is such that an equal degree of clear- 
ness and transparency is given to the 
Imitation as is found in the genuine 
stone. 
Color is imitated also, so that 


a ruby, emerald, sapphire or other gem 
made of glass is practically indistin- 
guishable from the real jewel which 
may have co*t hundred* of pounds. 


The material of which these nnltfi- 


lion stones are made is known as 
••strass." 
This Is made according to 


diffoient recipes, but usually includes 
red lead, rock crystal, potassium car- 
bonate, borax and white arsenic. The 
greater the amount of lead used in the 
production of the "paste" the greater 
\ v i l l be the brilliancy and play of 
prismatic colors in the linlshed stone, 
and .it the same time the highest will 
be its specific gravity. 
On the other 


hand, the stone loses in hardness 
what it gains In brilliance. 
An old- 


time, but :>ti!l serviceable, rough and 
ready te-t for a -tone is to see whether 
it w i l l scratch or cut window glass, 
which is, as a rule, harder than most 
imitation stone*. 


It must not be imagined that these 


close imitations of the real diamond 
ur oilier stone can bo produced cheaply. 
This is far from the case. 
A large cap- 


ital is required in the manufacture, 
and the high degree of purity itece-sary 
in all the materials emploj ed necessi- 
tate* mi amount of care, and incident- 
ally wasie. winch is exceedingly ex- 
pensive. Moreover, the imitation gems 
h.no to be cut and finished in precisely 
the s.nne manner as the real stones, 
and this is perhaps tlie most expens- 
ive part of the procedure. 


Another method of deceiving the un- 


wary purchaser of precious stt.-ies i* to 
palm olt on him avnume stones which 
h a v e been "faked" in some way to 
make them appear more valuable than 
they rc.illy are, A device commonly 
Iirac!iced is that of cementing two 
stones so that they appear to be one 
larae one. At tir.st sight there does 
not seem to be any objvct in such a 
proceeding, but diamond* increase very 
much in v a l u e if they are large. 
Kor 


iiiManc'. while iU) would be a very 
fair price for a diamond weighing one 
carat, 
Ll.">i> might be paid for a live- 


carat stone of tbe same water. 


Ktistern 
jeweler* 
are 
particularly 


skilful in this direction. 
An Indian 


dealer w i l l think nothing of selling for 
a large sum a beautiful stone, which 
on examination by nn expert pn>ve-> 
to be, perhaps, only a skilfully pre- 
pared piece of bottle glass. It is not, 
of course, claimed that there Is neces- 
sarily anything fraudulent In the skil- 
ful preparation of imitation stones to 
re.M'inble more valuable gems. 
Many 


of the most reputable jewelers deal in 
the-e stones, charging a price for 
which no one would expect to procure 
the genuine article. 
So long as the 


customer is taken into the jeweler's 
confidence there 
is> nothing to. object 


to in the bargain. 


A yellowish red stone called hya- 


cinth, and also the blue sapphire, lose 
their color on being heated, and may 
then be set as diamonds. 
Similarly, 


various stone* may be colored in Mich 
a manner as to make them resemble 
others of a higher value. 


A favorite method of jireparing prec- 


ious stones .so as lo make them ap- 
pear more valuable than they really are 
\» by means of tho "doublet." 
This 


may be done at tho request of a cus- 
tomer who wishes to make a finer show 
Hum he or she would otherwise be 
able to do, or it may be practiced by 
an unscrupulous dealer to deceive the 
unwary. It is snid that n great deal 
of this work is done on the Continent. 
A doublet consists of nu upper part, 
which is genuine, secured to a lower 
part of some less valuable stone or of 
glass. Tho two parts ore cemented to- 
gether and ground so as to leave no 
trace of the union. The tire of the 
genuine portipn of the stone Is seen 
through the Imitation, which is itself 
made of some paste with a high degree 
of brilliancy. If the doublet is secured 
by cement the two portions wilt fall 
apart on Immersion in hot water. 
When the base is composed of glass, 
however, it Is usually fused to the up- 
per and genuine half, so that the fraud 
Is very difficult to detect. 


Another way to prepare n doublet Is 


to make the upper portion of rock erys 


terlal with a high degree of hardness, 
and the lower portion of tinted glass, 
which seems -to impart its color to the 
whole. This fraud may be readily de- 
tected by holding the stone to the 
light; but ns It is usually employed in 
making up jewelry with closed settings 
the purchaser has no opportunity of 
making this test. 


Finally, colored stones are Imitated 


In a particularly ingenious^ way by 
means of rock crystal ground to resem- 
ble the usual appearance of the partic- 
ular stone to be imitated, but with a 
hollow cavity inside, which is tilled 
with cr»lored water. 
The cavity is 


then closed by means of n plate of 
rock crystal skilfully fitted in, nnd 
there appears, perhaps, an exquisite 
ruby, sapphire, emerald or amethyst 
very difficult to distinguish from the 
genuine stone. 


Every one is familiar with the pretty 


strings of imitation pearls which can 
now be purchased everywh-ere. These 
tiro usually made 
of 
opaline glass 


treated 
carefully 
with, 
hydrofluoric 


ncid, and it would not occur to any 
one to attempt to jiass them off as 
anything else. 
Very good imitations 


of the genuine pearl are made from 
mother-of-pearl also. This material is 
turned to the required shape and pol- 
ished beautifully, when it has an ap- 
pearanee. very similar -to that of the 
genuine article, though an expert can 
readily distinguish the imitation pearl 
from the real one. 


Kver since the seventeenth century 


beautiful beads closely resembling the 
finest Indian pearls have been manu- 
factured. (!las* beads of the required 
pattern are lir.st made. They are then 
coated inside with a material made 
from lish scales and having the lustre 
of the genuine pearl. 
The beads tire 


then tilled up with wax. These beau- 
tiful imitation pearls are by no menus 
cheap, however. This is not surprising, 
when we learn that it takes 1!0.(XH) 
llshes lo yield one pound of the silvery 
white material which is used to pro- 
duce the necessary pearl-like lustre.

The dark color may 
be <lue to the deposit of pigment in the 
body of the wart; but it is more often, 
especially 
in 
children, 
simply 
dirt 


which has been worked down between 
the "seeds.' 
Soaking them in warm 


soapsuds and scrubbing with Hie nail- 
brush will usually restore the natural 
pinkish color. 
Some warts are, how- 


ever, deeply pigmcnted, constituting 
true moles. 
These are more coiumon 


on the skin of. the chest, abdomen and 
back. 


A wart is usually n trivial thing, 


but its removal is nevertheless advis- 
able. Its prominence above HIP sur- 
face exposes it constantly to slight In- 
juries which may keep it in a painful 
condition; It is never an ornament, 
and may be most unsightly; and flunl- 
ly, In persons getting along in years, 
it may take on new growth mid develop 
into u tumor. 


In children warts come and go with- 


out apparent reason, and treatment is 
often unnecessary; but if they persist 
for a long time, or when they come on 
the adult skin, it is better to get rid 
of them. Sometimes soaking In warm 
sea-water for ten minutes two or three 
times a dny will cause tho warts to 
disappear. This can be tried first, and 
if it fails niul application of salicylic 
acid In collodion or touching the wnrt 
with a drop of glacial jicetlc ncld on 
the end of a match will 
suffice.—

A Liquid, Newly Discovered, That U • 


Tru« Preservative. 


The Hungarian chemist Brunn says 


he 'has discovered a liquid chemical 
compound which render* certain kinds* 
of matter proof against the effects of 
time. 
He asserts that it doubles the 


density of nearly every kind of stone 
and renders it waterproof. It imparts 
to all metals qualities which defy oxy- 
gen and rust. It is also a germicide of 
hitherto unequnled powers. 


The prot'essoiX says that while trav- 


eling in Greece pome twenty-five years 
ago lie noticed Unit the mortar in 
stones of ruins which were known to 
be over UOOO years old was as hard. 
fresh and tenacious as if it bad been 
made only a year. lie secured a piece 
of the mortar and has been working 
on it ever since until now, when, ho 
says, he ha* discovered the secret. 


The compound is n yellow liquid. 


which the professor has christened 
zorene. 
lie describes the following 


experiments: A piece of ordinary ami 
easily breakable slag aft<«r imrnersiuw 
in y.orene delieil the full blow of a ham- 
mer. 


There was the same -effect on ordi- 


nary bricks and a block of red jarenh 
wood. All three were then (after im- 
mersion in zorene) immersed in water • 
for a long time.

HE passion for precious1 
stones which has reigned 
In the minds of men and 
women almost from time 
immemorial has, of course, 


given rise to much counterfeiting of 
the more valuable stones, *uys the Lou- 
don Tit-Bits. 


All are more or less familiar with the 


cheap glass imitations where tho 
worthlessuess of the article Is so ap- 
parent that there Is no suggestion of 
fraud. 
Few, however, realize to what 


an extent skilled fraud exists in this 
trade, more especially on the Conti- 
nent, where much of the diamond cat- 
ting is done. The manufacture of Imi- 
tation gems of specially prepared glass 
is quite an Important Industry. 


It is now possible to produce In paste 


an imitation of almost every precious 
stone which is capable of deceiving the. 
eyes of all but tho most expert. Not

high index of refraction and dispersion 
as would a diamond of tho first water. 
The purity of the materials employed 
is such that nil equal degree of clear- 
ness und transparency is given to tho 
Imitation as is found in the genuine 
stone. 
Color is imitated also, so that 


a ruby, emerald, sapphire or other gem 
made of glass is practically indistin- 
guishable from the real jewel which 
may have co*t hundreds of pounds. 


The material of which these imita- 


tion stones are made is known as 
••strass." 
This is made according to 


dinViont recipes, but usually includes 
red lead, rock crystal, potassium car- 
bonate, borax and white arsenic. The 
trroator the amount of lead used in the 
production of the "paste" the greater 
\\ill be iho brilliancy and play of 
prismatic colors in the finished stone, 
and .it the same time the highest will 
bo Us specific gravity. 
On (he other 


hand, the stone loses in hardness 
what it gains in brilliance. 
An old- 


time, but :>ti!l serviceable, rough and 
ready te-t for a -tone is to see whether 
it w i l l scratch or cut window glass. 
which is. as a rule, harder than most 
imitation stone*. 


It must not be imagined that these 


close imitations of the real diamond 
or oilier stone can bo produced cheaply. 
This is far from the case. 
A large cap- 


ital i< required in the manufacture, 
and the high degree of purity iiece-sary 
in all the materials cmploj oil necessi- 
tates an amount of care, and incident- 
ally w.isie. which is exceedingly cx- 
penshe. Moreover, the imitation gems 
h.no to Iv cut and finished in precisely 
the s.niie niannor as the real stones. 
and this is perhaps the most expens- 
ive part t>t! the procedure. 


Another method of deceiving the un- 


wary purchaser of precious s.to'tos is to 
palm olt on him ucnuine stones which 
h a \ e been "faked" in some way to 
make them appear more valuable than 
they IT.illy nit1. 
A device commonly 


practiced is that of cementing two 
stones so that they appear to be one 
Inrne one. 
At tir.st sight there docs 


not seem to be any objvct in -such a 
proceeding, but diamonds increase very 
much in Milne if they are large. For 
iustanc', while iU) would be a very 
fair price for a diamond weighing one 
car.it, 
Ll.">i> might lie paid for n live- 


carat stone of the same water. 


KiiMorn 
jewelers 
are 
particularly 


skilful in this direction. 
An Indian 


dealer w i l l think nothing of selling for 
a large sum a beautiful stone, which 
on examination by an expert provei 
to be. perhaps, only a skilfully pre- 
pared piece of bottle glass. It is not, 
of course, claimed that there is neces- 
sarily anything fraudulent In the skil- 
ful preparation of imitation stones to 
resemble more valuable gems. 
Many 


of the most reputable jewelers deal in 
tho-o stones, charging a 
price for 


which no one would expect to procure 
the genuine article. 
So long as tho 


customer is taken into the jeweler's 
confidence there 
is> nothing to. object 


to in the bargain. 


A yellowish red stone called hya- 


cinth, and also the blue sapphire-, lose 
their color on being heated, and may 
then be set as diamonds. 
Similarly, 


various stones may be colored in .such 
a manner ns to make them resemble 
others of a higher value. 


A favorite method of preparing prec- 


ious stones HO as to make them ap- 
pear more valuable than they really nre 
is by menus of tho "doublet." 
This 


may be done at tho request of a cus- 
tomer who wishes to make a finer show 
than he or she would otherwise be 
able to do, or it mny he practiced by 
an unscrupulous denier to deceive the 
unwary. It is snid that a great deal 
of this work is done on the Continent. 
A doublet consists of. nu upper part, 
which is genuine, secured to a lower 
part of some less valuable stone or of 
glass. Tho two parts nre cemented to- 
gether anil ground so ns to leave no 
trace, of the union. Tho fire of the 
genuine portipn of the- stone is seen 
through tho Imitation, which is itself 
made of some paste with a high degree 
of brilliancy. If the doublet is secured 
by cemelit the two portions wilt fall 
apart ou Immersion in hot water. 
When the base is composed of glass, 
however, it Is usually fused to the up- 
per and genuine half, so that the fraud 
is very difficult to detect. 


Another way to prepare a doublet Is 


to make the upper portion of rock erys- 


terlal with a high degree of hardness, 
and the lower portion of tinted glass, 
which seems to impart its color to the 
whole. This fraud may be readily de- 
tected by holding the stone to the 
light; but as it Is usually employed In 
making up Jewelry with closed settings 
the purchaser has no opportunity of 
making this test. 


Finally, colored stones are Imitated 


In a particularly ingenious^ way by 
means of rock crystal ground to resem- 
ble the usual appearance of the partic- 
ular stone to be imitated, but with a 
hollow cavity inside, which is filled 
with colored water. 
The cavity is 


then closed by means of a plate of 
rock crystal skilfully fitted in, and 
there appears, perhaps, an exquisite 
ruby, sapphire, emerald or amethyst 
very difficult to distinguish from the 
genuine stone. 


Every one is familiar with the pretty 


strings of imitation pearls which can 
now be purchased everywh-eru. These 
arc usually made of 
opaline glass 


treated 
carefully 
with 
hydrofluoric 


ncid, and it would not occur to any 
one to attempt to pass them off ns 
anything else. 
Very good imitations 


of the genuine pearl are made from 
mother-of-pearl also. This material is 
turned to tho required shape and pol- 
ished beautifully, when it has an np- 
pearanee- very similar -to that of tho 
genuine article, though an expert can 
readily distinguish the imitation pearl 
from the real one. 


Kvor since the seventeenth century 


boautlful beads closely resembling the 
finest Indian pearls have been manu- 
factured. 
Cilass beads of the required 


pattern are first matlo. They nre then 
coated inside with a material made 
from fish scales and liaxlng the lustre 
of the genuine pearl. 
The beads are 


then tilled up with wax. These beau- 
tiful imitation pearls are by no means 
cheap, however. This is not surprising, 
when we learn that it takes liO.(XK) 
fishes 1o yield one pound of the silvery 
white matt-rial which is used to pro- 
duce tho necessary pearl-like lustre.

VSarts of this kind occur most oom- 


tiuuily on the hands of cliililren. They 
are caused usually by the irrilatton of 
tho many sorts of tlirt into which the 
youngsters' bands are so constantly 
plunged. It seems probable that warts 
iit-e slightly contagious, niul ilint they 
may bo spread through n scbooliul 
of children by direct contact.

anil Hat, of a smooth surface and yel- 
lowish in color.

Soaking them in warm

Some warts are, how- 


ever, deeply pigmonteil, constituting 
true moles. 
These are- more ooiumon 


on the skin of the chest, abdomen and 
back. 


A wart is usually n trivial thing, 


but its removal is no\ortholess advis- 
able. 
Its prominence above HIP sur- 


face exposes it constantly to slight in- 
juries which may keep it in a painful 
condition; It is never an ornament, 
and may be most unsightly; and flunl- 
ly, In persons getting along in years, 
it may take on new growth and develop 
into a tumor. 


In children warts eomo and go with- 


out apparent reason, and treatment is 
often unnecessary; but it' they persist 
for a long time, or when they come on 
tho adult skin, it is bettor to get rid 
of them. Sometimes soaking in warm 
sea-water for ten minutes two or three 
times a dny will cause tho warts to 
disappear. This can be tried first, and 
if it fails niul application of salicylic 
acid in collodion or touching the wart 
with a drop of glacial jioetic acid on 
the end of a match will 
suffice.—

Tho Hungarian chemist Brunn says 


he 'has discovered a liquid chemical 
compound which render* certain kinds* 
of matter proof against the effects of 
lime. 
He asserts that it doubles the 


density of nearly every kind of stone 
and renders it waterproof. It imparts 
to all metals qualities which defy oxy- 
gen and rust. It is also a germicide of 
hitherto unequnled powers. 


Tho professor/ says that while trav- 


eling in Greece some twenty-five years 
ago lie noticed that tho mortar in 
stones of ruins which were known to 
bo over 2000 years old was as hard. 
fresh and tenacious as if it had been 
matlo only a year. He secured a piece 
of the mortar and has been working 
on it ever since until now, when, ho 
says, he ha* discovered the secret. 


The compound is a yellow liquid. 


which the professor has christened 
zorono. 
He describes the following 


experiments: A piece of ordinary ami 
easily breakable sing aft<«r irnmersiuu 
in y.orene defied the full blow of a ham- 
mer. 


There was the same •effect on ordi- 


nary bricks nnd a block of red jarenh 
wood. All three were then (after im- 
mersion in zorene) immersed in water • 
for a long lime. When taken out and 
weighed with delicate scales the pres- 
ence of a single particle of added 
moisture could not be detected. 
Two 


pieces of steel submitted to an am- 
monia test equal to live years' expos- 
ure' to the air emerged from the batu 
as Ilioy entered it. An ordinary tabl<* 
knife which had lain open live months 
did not bhow the slightest stain. 


Professor Brunn asserts that he will 


ln> able to ir.ako roads <iust. germ and 
waterproof, thus giving commercial 
value to hundreds of millioi.s of ton* 
of slag which is now useless ill th» 
mining and smelting districts. 
Hia 


discovery will, at the very least, he 
says, double tho life of metals exposed 
to the air. such as bridges, railroads, 
vessels and tanks.—Brooklyn Eagle.
